Whereas, it: is desired that the State of 
Michigan participate in the construction 
cost and the cost of maintenance an‘ 
cperation of the said Sewage  D'sposal 
Plant. pursuant to the provisions of Act 
No. 98 of the Public Acts of 1929; now 
therefore, 


It is AGREED between the parties 
hereto as follows: 


(1) The State of Michigan agrees to 
pay to the’ City of Lansing the sum of 
$25,000 for its share of the cost of con- 
struction of the said Sewage Disposal 
Plant which shall entitle said State to dis- 
charge a volume of sewage flow equal to 
20,000,000 cubic feet annually into the 
sewers and sewage treatment works of said 
City of Lansing. If, and when the annual 
sewace flow shall exceed the above amount 
the State of Michigan shall thereuvon pur- 
chase additional capacity at a price to be 
wen agreed upon by the said State and 

ity. 
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(2) It is AGREED between the parties 
that the State of Michigan shall annually 
pay to the City of Lansing as payment for 
its share of the operating cost of said 
plant that proportion of the annual operat- 
ing cost of said Sewage Disposal Plant 
which the total annual water consumption 
of the connected state properties bears to 
the annual metered flow at the Sewage 
Disposal Plant as measured from July Ist 
heed lst. Payments to begin July 1,

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 


Gentlemen of the Council: 


In reviewing the past year’s work it is 
gratifying to note that the city continued 
its forward march of progress. 


A substantial reduction was made in its 
outstanding debts 


The work on the sewage treatment plant 
is well advanced. When completed this 
plant will clear the river of all waste 
matter. The same plant will dispose of 
all garbage. The garbage treated here 
will produce a large amount of gas which 
will be used for heat and power and will 
reduce the operating cost. When the plant 
is finally put into operation it should set- 
tle many petty annoyances in connection 
with the disposal of garbage. The plant 
ae be ready for operation about July 1, 
1938 


Improvements have been started on the 
new market site, the foundations are in. 
The new market will be commodious and 
well arranged. The new site is out of the 
congested traffic district. There will be 
plenty of parking space. The building 
should be pushed to completion before an- 
other busy season begins. 


The Engineering and Public Works De- 
partments were busy during the summer. 
Fourteen miles of streets were hard sur- 
faced, ten miles of curb and gutter were 
built and five miles of sidewalk were con- 
structed. Several miles were added to the 
sewer system, as well as many minor im- 
provements to city buildings and equip- 
ment. There are about eight miles of 
streets that have been prepared for black 
top; these streets should be finished this 
year. Some of the down-town _ streets 
should be widened and some additional land 
should be acquired along the river with a 
view to relieving the parking situation in 
the down-town area. 


Police and Fire Departments 


The Police and Fire Departments are 
manned by fine upstanding young men, the 
low fire loss and freedom of this city from 
serious crime testify to the efficiency of 
the two great service departments. Both 
devartments must be maintained on a basis 
sufficient to meet the needs of the city.

Health 


The department of Health has continued 
to function so well that one is scarcely 
aware that the health of the people is 
always being carefully guarded. During 
the year marked improvement was made in 
the city’s milk supply. More than 99 per 
cent consumed here is pasteurized under 
strict supervision. That which is not pas- 
teurized is strictly Grade A quality and 
comes from cows free from disease. Many 
‘hundreds of Lansing children have been 
treated at the Health Center. The council 
should encourage the important work of 
the Health Department. 


Park, Forestry and Recreation 


The activities of the City Park Commis- 
sion were very satisfactory and commend- 
able. 


Appreciating the need of the playground 
facilities in several sections which were 
not served, land has been acquired at 
Turner Street near the Michigan Central 
crossing in the First Ward, additional 
land adjoining the Lincoln School in the 
Third Ward and a trade made at Scott 
Field with the General Motors to the mu- 
tual advantage of both parties, in the 
Third Ward, and work has been started 
on a small playground at Kalamazoo and 
Foster Streets in the Eighth Ward. 


It is my opinion that the locations have 
been well chosen and will further lower 
the present low delinquency rate of the 
city. 


The City of Lansing has a wonderful 
asset in its street trees. Trees are being 
planted at the average rate of 1000 per 
year and objectionable trees are being re- 
moved at the rate of 500 per year, all to 
the definite improvements of the _ city 
streets. 


The city is reaching an increasingly im- 
portant number of our children and adults 
in a varied program of recreational activi- 
ties and we are properly enthusiastic over 
the fine sportsmanship developed and car- 
ried out on city play areas. 


I would recommend the purchase of ad- 
ditional areas as opportunity and finances 
permit, in order that the full use of our 
fine park and recreation facilities may be 
available to all of our people. 


Finance 


Lansing is making steady progress on 
its policy of liquidating its outstanding 
bonds. Considering the size and impor- 
tance of the city, its debt is now very 
small. Over the last few years the city 
has shown its ability to make needed im- 
provements and at the same time con- 
tinue to reduce its debt. 


This year the Board of Water and Elec- 
tric Light Commissioners are building a 
new Power Plant costing three million 
dollars, and the city is building a Sewage 


JANUARY 16, 1938 


Tieatment Plant costing one million dol- 
lars and a new Market costing sixty 
thousand dollars. All of these projects are 
being built without borrowing any money. 
These buildings will be entirely paid for 
when completed. All eurrent bills are 
paid. This is real progress. 


Experience forces the conclusion that if 
the city could plan its improvements for a 
five year period it could gradually acquire 
the desired improvements and, at the 
same time, liquidate most of its bonds 
without changing its tax rate or issuing 
new bonds. To gain this position some 
agency like the Planning Commission 
should act as a clearing house through 
which proposed improvements would be 
scheduled according to their importance. 


It should be noted that the city con- 
tinued its policy of reducing its debt. The 
total reduction for the year amounted to 
$387,000.

In order that Lansing may continue to 
hold its high place among the cities of the 
nation I urge the council to give its un- 
selfish service to the city during the 


present year.

such terms as he deems proper. It further 
provides that he may enter into a con- 
tract for the payment of the purchase 
price in such installments as he deems 
fair and reasonable and may further waive 
any requirements for interest charges on 
deferred payments provided that the pur- 
chase price shall in no case be less than 
50 per centum of the appraised valuation 
of the land. In this case the appraised 
value appears to be $135,000

Gentlemen: 


We, the undersigned, represent a very 
large group of taxpayers and citizens in 
the City of Lansing who depend upon the 
building construction industry for our 
livelihood. We take this means to protest 
to you against entering into any program 
of activity which will add further to the 
unemployment and distress in the building 
construction field of industry. 


We are not unmindful of the very sin- 
cere desire, as expressed in the newspapers 
and over the radio, that the state, city and 
national government are trying to do 
everything possible to ameliorate unem- 
ployment. We do particularly obiect to 
the W.P.A. method of doing construction 
work, because it simply gives jobs to in- 
experienced men and takes them away 
from the skilled mechanics who are for 
the great part not on the relief rolls. 
Building construction work reouires skilled 
workmen and men experienced in the 
proper handling of all of the many mate- 
rials that must be coordinated to build a 
complete and proper structure in accord- 
ance with the building code of the City of 
Lansing, the State and the Nation. 


Those of us who represent organized 
labor, feel that it is unfair that we should 
be discriminated against in favor of in- 
experienced men, as there is no provision 
under W.P.A. auspices that makes it pos- 
sible to employ union labor on any other 
basis than private industry will employ 
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the same men. Those of us who represent 
firms who have spent our lives in building 
up business and have invested our earn- 
ings in the equipment on which we pay 
considerable taxes for the support of gov- 
ernment, feel that it is unfair to have any 
of this relief money spent for equipment, 
when our equipment must lay idle. 


We believe that there is no construction 
work in the city or state which cannot be 
handled by men well qualified in the vari- 
ious lines of endeavor at a lesser cost to the 
taxpayers than under the W.P.A. method. 
We believe that if this work were let out 
on a contract basis in open competition 
by responsible bidding taxpayers at the 
same amount of money expended, will em- 
ploy more men and produce better work 
at less total cost to the taxpayers. 


We would respectfully suggest to your 
Honorable Body that you engage the ser- 
vices of qualified professional architects 
or engineers to draw plans and specifica- 
tions for any work which you wish done, 
as they too are badly in need of employ- 
ment for a class of men seldom on the re- 
lief rolls. 


We urge your cooperation in keeping 
our business free from governmental com- 
petition. We urge your cooperation to the 
end that money may be spent construc- 
tively, economically, and if spent in build- 
ing construction, that it be used to re- 
lieve unemployment among those men who 
have devoted their lives to that particular 
line of effort. We do not see why the men 
who are laid off in the automobile indus- 
try should be granted all the relief to take 
away the jobs from men in _ our _  in- 
dustry who have striven against even 
harder difficulties to keep from the relief 
rolls, especially now when they need help 
to keep them self-supporting.

Gentlemen : 


Complying with your request we respect- 
fully submit the following statement re- 
garding Water Conditioning for the City 
of Lansing: This subject has been under 
careful consideration by the Board since 
1923. A demonstration plant was oper- 
ated, which showed conclusively that no 
difference in taste could be detected, that 
Lansing water could be successfully treat- 
ed to reduce the hardness and to remove 
the iron and the cause of so-called red 
water. 


Since 1923 the average daily pumpage 
of water has increased from 6 million gal- 
lons to 9 million gallons. As the _ city 
grows we must draw more water from the 
ground. As we have taken more water 
from the ground the hardness of the city 
water has increased from a little less than 
28 grains per gallon to as high as 28 
grains per gallon. 


Losses 


The principal losses to the people of 
Lansing due to hard water, are as fol- 
lows: 


Extra cost of soap and other softening 
powders. 


Extra expenditure for cisterns and 
double plumbing systems. 


Extra expenditures made for domestic 
softeners and duplicate plumbing and 
cost of operating same. 


Wear and tear on fabrics. 


Heat losses in household heating plants, 
due to scale on inside of pipes. 


Heat losses in industrial heating and 
steam generation, due to scale formation. 


Savings 


The net savings, resulting from a 
proper conditioning of the water, to the 
people of Lansing is conservatively esti- 
mated at $150,000 per year. 
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Conditioned Water Healthful 


It is generally agreed that the purest 
drinking water is the most healthful for 
the average person. Those who are ill 
may have distilled water, or water contain- 
ing certain salts prescribed for them by 
a doctor, depending upon the age of the 
patient and his sickness. 


In answer to the question: “Does the 
use of soft water have any ill effects on 
the body?” the State Department of 
Health of Michigan states: ‘The 
answer to this question is em- 
phatically no. Furthermore, the daily 
food of the average person will pro- 
vide ample amounts of such minerals as 
may be taken out of the water by the 
softening process.’’ 


Taste 


Dissolved limestone does not impart any 
taste to water. This is the principal min- 
eral which will be removed from’ the Lan- 
sing water. The taste of the water will 
not be affected. 


Appearance 


The water would be cleaner and more 
clear than it is now. It would be _ free 
from minerals which now cause discolora- 
tion of clothes and fixtures. 


The construction of a water condition- 
ing plant at this time would be desirable 
for the following very definite reasons: 


1. The water will be improved in purity. 


2. So-called red water will be elimi- 
nated. 


3. The people of Lansing will save 
$150,000 per year. . 


4. The cost of building new homes in 
Lansing will be reduced because cisterns 
and cistern pumps, duplicate plumbing, 
and household softeners will not have to 
be built into the new homes. 


5. The cost of building a plant at this 
time would be low, because W. P. A. is 
expected to furnish more than 40 per cent 
of the expenditure. The construction of 
the plant at this time will depend upon 
securing this W. P. A. help; therefore, no 
taxes or bond issue will be required.

Since 
the proposed purchase price is well below 
the appraised value established for this 
property, it has been rejected.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Smith introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 3 of 
the Ordinance entitled “An Ordinance to 
regulate camp cars and automobile trailers, 
to provide for and regulate trailer camp 
grounds, to establish sanitary and health 
regulations, and to provide a penalty for 
violation of the provisions hereof.’’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 3 of the ordinance 
entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance to regulate camp 
cars and automobile trailers, to provide for 
and regulate trailer camp grounds, to 
establish sanitary and health regulations, 
and to provide a penalty for violation of 
the provisions hereof,’ is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to camp, place, stand, park or locate 
any camp car or trailer house in the City of 
Lansing except within a qualified camp 
ground. Provided, however, that the same 
may be parked outside of a qualified camp 
ground for a period not to exceed forty- 
eight (48) hours continous time, and pro- 
vided, further, that any person desiring 
to camp, place, stand, park or locate any 
camp car or trailer in the City of Lansing 
outside of a qualified camp ground for 
forty-eight (48) hours continuous time, 
shall first apply for and obtain from the 
Police Department a permit so to do, 
which application shall give the location 
at which such camp car or trailer is to 
be located, the state vehicle license number, 
if any, and general description of the 
camp car or trailer for which permission 
to locate is being applied. Upon such 
information having been supplied to the 
Police Department said department shall 
grant a permit to locate such camp car 
or trailer in the place indicated in such 
application for a period of not longer than 
forty-eight (48) hours. I¢ shall be unlaw- 
ful for any person to place, stand, park 
or locate any camp car or trailer at a 
location other than that approved by the 
Police Department for that purpose. 


No person shall stand, park, place or 
locate, or permit to be stood, parked, 
placed or located upon any property be- 
longing to him, or under his control, any 
camp car, unless the person in control of 
said camp car shall have a valid, unrevoked 
and unexpired permit from the Police 
Department to maintain such camp car, 
or unless such person permitting such 
standing, parking, placing or locating shall 
have first obtained a permit to operate 
a qualified camp ground from the Health 
Department of the City of Lansing. 
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Provided, however, that owners. of 
trailers and the members of their house- 
held may use and occupy not to exceed 
one trailer on premises whereon there is 
located a dwelling occupied by such family, 
and provided further that commercial 
dealers in camp cars or trailers may store 
and display the same without a permit 
from the Police Department. Provided 
further, that the owner or operator of a 
retail business may use not to exceed one 
trailer for business or office purposes only, 
on premises used for such retail business 
if the latter is equipped with adequate and 
proper toilet facilities.

Report of Committee on PUBLIC 
BUILDINGS to whom was referred the 
proposal relative to the purchase of the 
Lansing Sanatorium property. 


To the City Council of the 
City of Lansing: 


Your Committee, after making further 
investigation and inquiry as to the pro- 
posed purchase of the hospital land, build- 
ing, furniture, furnishings and equipment 
of the Lansing Sanatorium, reports its 
findings as follows: 


1. The price and terms of payment at 
which the property is offered are in the 
judgment of the Committee, fair and 
reasonable especially when taking into 
account that the property is ready for 
immediate occupancy and use by the City, 
and may readily be adapted to any program 
connected with public health and welfare 
administration, with small expense. 


2. The Committee finds that the property 
is in a reasonably safe condition as to 
fire hazard, the recommendations of the 
Fire Marshall in previous years having 
been complied with by the owner, and 
recent recommendations by that officer 
relate to details which may be easily cor- 
rected. The conclusions of the Committee 
are that there is no sound basis for any 
objection to the property and its use be- 
cause of fire hazard, which conclusions are 
supported by an inspection made by a 
competent insurance underwriter. 


8. The terms of payment offered are 
favorable under existing conditions. The 
purchase price of Fifty Thousand Dollars 
($50,000.00) may be paid as follows: A 
down payment of Fifteen Thousand Dollars 
($15,000.00) and the balance in 3 annual 
installments with interest on unpaid 
balances at the rate of three (3) ‘per cent 
per annum. 


4. The Committee is informed that the 
referendum on Acts 257 and 258 relating 
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to a reorganization of the welfare and 
relief system of the State has no important 
bearing upon the future policy of the City 
regarding its duties and functions in own- 
ing and operating a City Hospital such as 
is contemplated. 


5. It is the judgment of your Commit- 
tee that the purchase of the property up- 
on the terms offered, and the use thereof 
by the City for indigent hospitalization 
and convalescence, for public health func- 
tions and administration, for public clinic 
service, temporary care in mental cases, 
and treatment of certain communicable 
and infectious diseases, would be in the 
public interest. 


Sparrow and St. Lawrence Hospitals 
would be benefited and relieved by such a 
program; efficiency and economy would be 
promoted in the use of public funds.

Early last Fall the Traffic Commission 
turned over to the First Ward Aldermen 
the small building which is used during 
the summer months as the Tourist Infor- 
mation Booth, in front of the State Capitol 
Building. This- building was used as a 
shelter for one of the school policemen in 
an isolated section in the north part of 
the city. Due to it’s location, there was 
considerable damage done to the building 
by children during the time that the police 
officer was not present and to repair this 
damage will require about $25.00 which 
amount is not available in the Traffic 
Commission Budget. It is certain that in 
its present condition the building cannot 
be used as a tourist information booth.

Bv statute (Act 28 of 1928, Sec. 2461, 
C. L. 1929), a township board may con- 
tract with the legislative body of any city, 
which maintains a fire department, for the 
service thereof. 


On June 12, 1931, the Board of Police 
and Fire Commissioners adopted a resolu- 
tion that the Lansing Fire Department 
would not go outside the corporate limits 
except under extraordinary circumstances 
and under the following conditions: 


1. Unless aid is asked by an official of 
the state, county, city, village or township, 
who has authority to guarantee that the 
service will be paid for. 


2. The rate for service shall be $50.00 
per hour for each piece of apparatus sent. 


8. The community receiving aid _ shall 
obligate itself to pay for all damage to 
apparatus and shall also reimburse the 
city for all claims imposed upon it under 
the: Workmen’s Compensation Law arising 
from such service. 


By direction of the board copies were 
sent to some thirty-one adjacent communi- 
ties. : 


East Lansing accepted on August 14, 
1931. Dimondale village, Delhi township 
and City of Mason accepted on April 30, 
1932. The township of Lansing also 
accepted. 


John A. Pulford, a fireman was killed 
on the morning of Sunday, March 6, 1938, 
while fighting a fire in Lansing township. 
His widow has notified the city that she 
desires the pension provided by the city 
charter. 


The city holds an insurance policy issued 
by the State Accident Fund which covers 
the liability of the city under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Law to its firemen 
while fighting fires in Lansing township. 
The premium on this policy was paid by 
the township. The policy is pursuant to 
the resolution of the Board of Police and 
Fire Commissioners but it is not an 
indemnity contract and does not cover the 
liability of the city to pay a pension under 
the city charter.

Under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Law, and the decisions of the Michigan 
Supreme Court, the widow is compelled 
to make an election between compensation 
and pension. She cannot have both. If 
she took. compensation, the city could not 
be compelled to commence the payment of 
a pension after the expiration of the com- 
pensation payments which would be for 
three hundred weeks. It is therefore to 
her advantage to elect to receive a pension. 


Under all these circumstances it is my 
recommendation that a resolution be passed 
by the council to the effect that all fire- 
fighting service outside the corporate 
limits of the City of Lansing be discon- 
tinued, except for Michigan State College 
and buildings belonging to the County of 
Ingham, unless and until a formal contract 
has been entered into with each political 
subdivision that may desire such service 
providing for payment at a specified rate 
for such service and further providing 
for a policy of indemnity insurance with 
the City of Lansing as beneficiary, the cost 
to be paid by the community involved, 
which shall provide that the City of Lan- 
sing shall be indemnified from all losses, 
damages or expenses of any kind what- 
soever, while its fire department is so 
engaged in serving the designated com- 
munity, including liability to its own em- 
ployees, both under the provisions of the 
city charter as to pensions or under the 
Workmen’s , Compensation Law and includ- 
ing also liability to other persons and 
property and damage to the apparatus and 
equipment of the city.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Kircher introduced the following 
ordinance which was read a first and sec- 
ond time by its title and referred to the 
Committee on Ordinances: 


_ AN ORDINANCE to amend Section 3 
of the Ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance 
to- regulate camp cars and automobile 
trailers, to provide for and regulate trailer 
camp grounds, to establish sanitary and 
health regulations, and to provide a 
penalty for violation of the provisions 
hereof.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Section 3 of the Ordi- 
nance entitled “‘An Ordinance to regulate 
camp cars and automobile trailers, to pro- 
vide for and regulate trailer camp grounds, 
to establish sanitary and health regula- 
tions, and to provide a penalty for viola- 
tion of the provisions hereof,’’ be amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 8. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to camp, place, stand, park, or 
locate any camp car or trailer house in 
the City of Lansing except within a quali- 
fied camp ground. Provided, however, that 
the same may be parked outside of a 
qualified camp ground for a period not to 
exceed forty-eight (48) hours continuous 
time, and provided, further, that any per- 
son desiring to camp, place, stand, park, 
or locate any camp car or trailer in the 
City of Lansing outside of a _ qualified 
camp ground for forty-eight (48) hours 
continuous time, shall first apply for and 
obtain from the Police Department a per- 
mit so to do, which application shall give 
the location at which such camp car or 
trailer is to be located, the state vehicle 
license number, if any, and general de- 
scription of the camp car or trailer for 
which permission to locate is being applied. 
Upon such information having been sup- 
plied to the Police Department said de- 
partment shall grant a permit to locate 
such camp car or trailer in the place indi- 
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cated in such application for a period of 
not longer than forty-eight (48) hours. It 


shall be unlawful for any person to place, 


stand, park or locate any camp car. or 
trailer at a location other than that ap- 
proved by the Police Department for that 
purpose. 


No person shall stand, park, place or 
locate, or permit to be stood, parked, 
placed or located upon any property be- 
longing to him, or under his control, any 
camp car, unless the person in control of 
said camp car shall have a valid, un- 
revoked and unexpired permit from the 


Police Department to maintain such camp 


car, or unless such person permitting such 
standing, parking, placing or locating shall 
have first obtained a permit to operate a 
qualified camp ground from the Health 
Department of the City of Lansing. 


Provided, however, that commercial deal- 
ers in camp cars or trailers may store 
and display the same without a permit 
from the Police Department.

Gentlemen: 


Some time ago the City Council re 
ferred to the Traffic Commission a com- 
munication from Mr. R. H. Scott relative to 
the rerouting of state highway US-27 and 
‘M-78 from their present location thru the 
‘City of Lansing. While future plans of 
the State Highway Department  appar- 
ently call for a belt line around the city, 
it was assumed that Mr. Scott desired 
some immediate change in the routing of 
the trunk lines. 


Working on this basis the Traffic Com- 
mission wishes to suggest that the City 
Council communicate with the Board of 
Supervisors and recommend to them that 
they consider the extending and paving of 
Clare Street along the west side of the 
Belt Line Railroad from’ Michigan Avenue 
to Saginaw Street. With the widening of 
Saginaw Street from Grand Avenue to 
Butler Street it is felt that Saginaw 
Street will be of sufficient width to care 
for this adidtional traffic. The traffic on 
US-27 and M-78 could then be routed over 
Clare Street to Saginaw Street and then 
east on Saginaw Street to Larch Street 
where US-27 turns north. 


Along this same line the Traffic Com- 
mission also wishes to recomend to the 
City Council that they consider as a pos- 
sible WPA project the widening of East 
Saginaw Street from the east side of the 
Grand River bridge to Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES 


The Committee on CITY AFFAIRS to 
whom was referred the communication 
from Herman Henkel relative to insurance 
covering Fire Department runs to Lansing 
Township or other outlying community 
reports as follows: 


We recommend that the City Attorney 
be authorized to prepare a contract for 
submission to the Township Board con- 
taining the following provisions with 
reference to the furnishing by the city of 
fire protection to the Township: 


1. Rate of charge. The Township shall 
pay to the city the sum of $50 for each 
piece of fire apparatus for each hour or 
fractional part of an hour after the first 
hour, the time to be computed from the 
time the fire apparatus leaves its station 
until it returns to its station. 


2. The City’s fire apparatus shall not be 
sent into the Township to put out grass 
or motor vehicle fires. 


8. The sending of fire apparatus shall 
be wholly within the discretion of the Chief 
of the Fire Department in each instance 
and his decision shall not be subject to 
question by the Township, nor shall the 
City be liable to the Township nor to any 
property owner of the Township for failure 
to furnish such protection. 


4. The Township shall agree to reim- 
burse the City for any and all loss or 
liability which may be incurred from the 
furnishing of fire protection. And in this 
behalf the Township shall pay to the City 
a sum of money sufficient to enable the 
City to pay the premium on an insurance 
policy for its fire apparatus which may be 
sent into the Township providing for public 
liability coverage of not less than $10,000 
for one person and not less than $20,000 
for one accident, Also for property dam- 
age in the amount of not less than $5,000 
and collision insurance in the amount of 
not less than $5,000. 


5. In the event that a City fireman is 
injured or killed while engaged in furnish- 
ing fire protection to the Township the 
Township shall agree to reimburse the City 
for any liability to which the latter may 
be put whether arising under the pro- 
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visions of the Workmen’s Compensation 
Law or the Pension provisions of the City 
Charter. And in this behalf the said con- 
tract may provide that the Township shall 
pay to the City an amount of money which 
will be sufficient to pay the premium on 
a policy of insurance which will return 
to the City not more than the maximum 
amount of payments provided for under 
the. Workmen’s Compensation Law but 
which : policy of insurance will provide 
for the making of such payments regard- 
less of whether an election is made to take 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Law 
or under the Pension provisions of the 
City Charter. The said contract with the 
Township shall further provide that if 
the liability of the City continues after 
the provisions of said insurance policy have 
been exhausted then the Township shall 
pay to the City all payments for which the 
latter may be liable because of the injuries 
to said fireman until such time as the said 
fireman would have completed twenty-five 
years of service with the City had he lived 
or not been injured. 


6. The said contract shall further pro- 
vide that either party to the contract shall 
have the right to terminate the agreement 
upon thirty days written notice to the 
other party. 


We recommend further that when the 
City Attorney shall have drafted such 
proposed contract that the same be for- 
warded to the Board of Lansing Township 
for its consideration.

ORDINANCES 


Ald. Kircher, Reck and Crego introduced 
the following ordinance which was read 
a first and second time by its title and 
referred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


AN ORDINANCE PROHIBITING UN- 
NECESSARY NOISE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. It is found and declared: (a) 
That the making and creation of loud, 
unnecessary or unusual noises within the 
limits of the city is a condition which has 
existed for some time and the extent and 
volume of such noises is increasing; {b) 
that the making, creation or maintenance 
of such loud, unnecessary or unusual 
noises affect and are a detriment to public 
health, comfort, convenience, safety, wel- 
fare and prosperity; and (c) that the 
necessity in the public interest for the pro- 
visions aud prohibitions hereinafter con- 
tained and enacted, is declared as a matter 
of legislative determination and _ public 
policy, and it is further declared that the 
provisions and prohibitions hereinafter con- 
tained and enacted are in pursuance of 
and for the purpose of securing ad pro- 
moting the public health, comfort, conven- 
ience, safety, welfare and prosperity and 
the peace and quiet of the city and its 
inhabitants.

Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to make, continue, or cause to be 
made or continued any loud, unnecessary 
or unusual noise or any noise which either 
annoys, disturbs, injures or endangers the 
comfort, repose, health, peace or safety of 
others, within the limits of the city. 


Section 3. Among others, each of the 
following acts is declared unlawful and 
is prohibited, but this enumeration shall 
not be deemed to be exclusive, namely: 


(a) The sounding of any horn or signal 
device on any automobile, motorcycle, bus, 
street car or other vehicle while not in 
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motion, except as a danger signal if an- 
other vehicle is approaching apparently 
out of control, or if in motion only as a 
danger signal after or as brakes are being 
applied and deceleration of the vehicle is 
intended; the creation by means of any 
such signal device of any unreasonably 
loud or harsh sound; and the sounding of 
such device for an unnecessary and un- 
reasonable period of time. 


(b) The playing of any radio, phono- 
graph or any musical instrument in such 
a manner or with such volume, particularly 
during the hours between 11 P. M. and 
7 A. M., or at any time or place so as 
to annoy or disturb the quiet, comfort or 
repose of persons in any office or in any 
dwelling, hotel or other type of residence, 
or of any persons in the vicinity. 


(c) Yelling, shouting, hooting, whistling, 
or singing on the public streets, particu- 
larly between the hours of 11 P. M. and 
7 A. M., or at any time or place so as 
to annoy or disturb the quiet, comfort or 
repose of persons in any Office, or in any 
dwelling, hotel or other type of residence, 
or of any persons in the vicinity. 


(d) The keeping of any animal or bird 
which by causing frequent or long con- 
tinued noise shall disturb the comfort or 
repose of any persons in the vicinity. 


(e) The blowing of any steam whistle 
attached to any stationary boiler except 
to give notice of the time to begin or stop 
work or as a warning of fire or danger, 
or upon request of proper city authorities. 


(f) The discharge into the open air of 
the exhaust of any steam’ engine, station- 
ary internal combustion engine, motor 
vehicle except through a muffler or other 
device which will effectively prevent loud 
or explosive noises therefrom. 


(g) The erection (including excavating), 
demolition, alteration or repair of any 
building, the excavation of streets and 
highways other than between the hours 
of 7 A. M. and 6 P. M. on week days, 
except in case of urgent necessity in the 
interest of public safety, and then only 
with a permit from the City Council, 
which permit may be granted for a period 
not to exceed three (3) days while the 
emergency continues. 


(h) The creation of any excessive noise 
on any street adjacent to any _ school, 
institution of learning, church or court 
while the same are in session, or adjacent 
to any hospital, while unreasonably inter- 
feres with the workings or sessions there- 
of. 


(i) The creation of a loud and excessive 
noise in connection with loading or un- 
loading any vehicle or the opening and 
destruction of bales, boxes, crates, and 
containers. 


(j) The use of any drum, loud speaker 
or other instrument or device for the pur- 
pose of attracting attention by creation of 
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noise to any performance, show or sale 
or display of merchandise. 


Section 4. None of the terms or prohi- 
bitions hereof shall apply to or be enforced 
against: 


(a) Any vehicle of the City of Lansing 
while engaged upon necessary public busi- 
ness. 


(b) Excavations or repairs of bridges, 
streets or highways by or on behalf of the 
City of Lansing or the State of Michigan, 
during the night season, when the public 
welfare ard convenience renders it impos- 
sible to perform such work during the day. 


(c) The reasonable use of _ stationary 
amplifiers or loud speakers in the course 
of public addresses which are non-commer- 
cial in character. 


Section 5. No parent, guardian or other 
person having charge of, guardianship of, 
or custody or control of any minor under 
the age of sixteen years shall knowingly 
permit such minor to violate the provisions 
of subsections a, b, or i, set forth above. 


Section 6. Any person who shall violate 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be fined not more than ten dolars 
($10.00), for the first offense, and shall be 
fined not more than one hundred dollars 
($100.00), or imprisoned for not more than 
thirty (30) days, or both, for each succeed- 
ing offense. 


Section 7. This ordinance is deemed 
immediately necessary for the preservation 
of the public peace, health and safety and 
shall take immediate effect. 


Alderman Reck introduced the follow- 
ing ordinance which was read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 3 of 
the Ordinance entitled ‘‘An Ordinance to 
regulate camp cars and automobile trailers, 
to provide for and regulate trailer camp 
grounds, to establish sanitary and health 
regulations, and to provide a penalty for 
violation of the provisions hereof.’’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 3 of the Ordinance 
entitled “‘An Ordinance to regulate camp 
cars and automobile trailers, to provide 
for and regulate trailer camp grounds, 
to establish sanitary and health regula- 
tions, and to provide a penalty for violation 
of the provisions hereof,” is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to camp, place, stand, park or 
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locate any camp car or trailer house in 
the City of Lansing except within a quali- 
fied camp ground. Provided, however, 
that the same may be parked outside of 
a qualified camp ground for a period not 
to exceed forty-eight (48) hours continuous 
time, and provided, further, that any per- 
son desiring to camp, place, stand, park 
or locate any camp car or trailer in the 
City of Lansing outside of a qualified camp 
ground for forty-eight (48) hours con- 
tinuous time, shall first apply for and 
obtain from the Police Department a per- 
mit so to do, which application shall give 
the location at which such camp car or 
trailer is to be located, the state vehicle 
license number, if any, and genera] de- 
scription of the camp car or trailer for 
which permission to locate is being applied. 
Upon such information having been supplied 
to the Police Department said department 
shall grant a permit to locate such camp 
car or trailer in the place indicated in 
such application for a period of not longer 
than forty-eight (48) hours. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to place, stand, 
park or locate any camp car or trailer at 
at a location other than that approved by 
the Police Department for that purpose. 


No person shall stand, park, place or 
locate, or permit to be stood, parked, 
placed or located upon any property belong- 
ing to him, or under his control, any 
camp car, unless the person in control of 
said camp car shall have a valid, un- 
revoked and unexpired permit from the 
Police Department to maintain such camp 
ear, or unless such person permitting such 
standing, parking, placing or locating 
shall have first obtained a permit to 
operate a qualified camp ground from the 
Health Department of the City of Lansing. 


Provided however, that owners of 
trailers and the members of their house- 
hold may use and occupy not to exceed one 
trailer on premises whereon there is located 
a dwelling or business building equipped 
with adequate toilet facilities and running 
water occupied by such family, and pro- 
vided further, that commercial dealers in 
camp cars or trailers may store and dis- 
play the same without a permit from the 
Police Department. 


GENERAL ORDER 


The following claims against the City 
of Lansing were approved by the Com- 
mittee on Claims and Accounts and pre- 
sented to the City Council:

nishing of fire protection by the City of 
Lansing to adjacent communities. 


By charter the board is vested with the 
entire control of the fire department of 
the city. But so far as the charter is con- 
cerned, the fire department can only be 
used for a municipal public purpose. 
Rendering fire protection outside the cor- 
porate limits is not such a purpose. 


In 1923, the legislature authorized the 
township board of any township to con- 
tract with the legislative body of any city 
which maintains a fire department for the 
service thereof, upon such terms as may 
be agreed on. 


It follows, necessarily, that the entire 
matter of the furnishing of fire protection 
to adjacent communities is vested in the 
city council. The Board of Police and 
Fire Commissioners can neither extend, 
withhold or withdraw such service but 
must be governed by the determination of 
the city council, as the legislative body 
of the city, in the premises.

By the SPECIAL COMMITTEE appointed 
to investigate the advisability of parking 
meters. 


The Committee wishes to report that 
after a careful consideration of Lansing’s 
parking condition and realizing that some- 
thing should be done to afford more and 
better parking facilities and after con- 
tacting city officials in Toledo, Ohio, and 
Monroe, Michigan, we find that the install- 
ation of parking meters has to a great 
extent solved the parking problem in the 
metered areas in these cities, in so much 
that these same officials have been compli- 
mented on their installation by merchants 
and general public and others who were 
at first opposed to them. 


We believe that parking meters will do 
the following: 


1. Eliminate the uncertainty of what 
parking rights a motorist is entitled to 
by a meter that continually shows how 
much time a motorist has to park. 


2. That the one cent (ic) for twelve 
minutes or five cents (5c) for one hour, as 
suggested in the metered area will effect 
a saving to the motorist in time and gas 
consumed in looking for a parking space. 


3. That it will eliminate a lot of traffic 
congestion caused by motorists driving 
around in looking for vacant parking 
spaces. 


4. That inasmuch as_ experience has 
shown that parking meters practically 
tripled parking facilities in the metered 
areas it will effect to bring business into 
Lansing, besides accommodating our own 
citizens who wish to park somewhere near 
their place of trading. 


5. We believe that the tendency now 
is to build stores outside the city limits 
for the reason that it is almost impossible 
to find parking facilities in our downtown 
section. 


6. We believe that a lot of this park- 


ing congestion is being caused by employees 
in stores and offices, as it has been brought 
to our attention, that the practice is 
common in some offices of detailing cer- 
tain persons each day to move the cars 
every hour ahead of the police and thus 
eliminate the possibility of being ticketed, 
but meanwhile depriving the citizens of 
the opportunity of using these parking 
spaces and compelling them to either go 
to parking lots and have to carry their 
purchases for long distances. That a lot 
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of double parking, which it is impossible 
for the police to eliminate without station- 
ing a policeman in each block will be 
eliminated which is a contributing factor 
to traffic congestion. 


7. That inasmuch as it has been found 
by experience that the salesmen, business- 
men and others who park several times a 
day in the downtown area only have to 
pay on an average of about three out of 
five times and that their expense for 
parking for a month rarely averages over 
$1.00. Often they say they have saved 
several times this amount on a single 
stop. J 


8. That after calling on merchants in 
areas where meters are in operation and 
talking with users of parking meters re- 
ceiving almost universal approval of them, 
your committee believes that inasmuch as 
a ninety (90) days trial will not obligate 
the city, the meter companies offering to 
furnish approved surety for their re- 
moval in event the council does not elect 
to keep them, your committee recommends 
that a trial installation of parking meters 
be made in the City of Lansing.

To the Mayor and City Council: 


As requested by the Council, a survey 
has been made along the Grand and Cedar 
Rivers inside the city limits. 


The Park Board has already prepared a 
W.P.A. project along all of the river front- 
age abutting park property and we under- 
stand that the Water and Light Board is 
building a river wall from Ottawa to 
Shiawassee on the west side of the river. 


The river banks through the city as a 
whole are as beautiful as we have seen 
them in 25 years and plantings made in 
co-operation with the Garden Clubs and 
the Boy Scouts some eight years ago are 
showing splendid growth this season. 
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There is still dumping on Dodge River 
Drive, the City Yards, a spot between 
Kalamazoo and Lenawee on the west bank 
and an auto body dump next to the City 
Asphalt plant on railroad property which 
are unsightly and should be remedied. 


River conditions are worst below the 
North Lansing Dam in the vicinity of 
Seymour Street Bridge. 


We believe that additional river planting 
should be made following the river clean 
up and would require $1,200.00 for plant 
and tree material and about the same 
amount of placing soil for planting as the 
City’s portion of a_ river beautification 
program using W.P.A. help. 


An extensive project of real value and 
a permanent river improvement could be 
made by acquiring: 


1. The north bank of the Grand from 
Seymour Street, west for a river drive 
and parkway. 


2. The same bank from Seymour, east 
along the Dodge property, where there is 
considerable wash and a danger of losing 
many fine trees on this high, and at pres- 
ent, unsightly bank. 


38. By acquiring the property of Dr. 
Gregory lying along the Grand River across 
from Francis Park which adjoins. city 
owned river banks along the Grand Trunk 
right of way. 


4. By acquiring the low lands of Mrs. 
James Turner on the north side of East 
Mt. Hope Avenue which adjoins Shubel 
Park and would develop into a rather 
extensive lake and raised areas for park 
and parkway development. This latter 
project would give the Cedar a chance to 
overflow and relieve pressure on the river 
during flood times. 


All four projects would require property 
purchase but would leave something of 
permanent value after the properties were 
developed and be a real asset to the perma- 
nent improvement of the City’s river front- 
age. 


Flowage conditions below .the North 
Lansing dam can be considerably improved 
by the removal from the stream bed of 
debris, bowlders and sand bars. The stone 
may be used to build walls at the bends 
in the stream’ to prevent further erosion 
and the sand and debris would have to be 
hauled away. Easements should be secured 
for the removal of this material across 
private property. A W.P.A. project of 
considerable proportion can be worked up 
for this river improvement. 


The Public Works Department who had 
a project similar to this a few years ago 
are familiar with the situation and have 
the necessary equipment to do the work. 
Therefore we recommend that Mr. Brandi- 
more, Superintendent of Public Works, be 
authorized to submit such a project. When 
this work is done, the Park Department 
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will do the necessary planting and beautifi- 
cation work.

These figures show that there are slight- 
ly more than five cars on Grand River to 
one car on Turner and also that there is 
more total traffic at this interse tion than 
at the intersection of Grand River and 
Pennsylvania. In each of the above cases 
Turner Street and Pennsylvania Avenue 
are dead-end streets and it should be kept 
in mind that thru traffic on Grand River 
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Avenue should not be penalized too greatly 
for the traffic on Turner and Pennsylvania. 


At intersections of this nature it is be- 
coming the standard practice to prevent 
the installation of pre-timed -traffic sig- 
nals, which allot a certain number of sec- 
onds to each street whether there is any 
traffic on the street or not. It is my 
opinion that if the council approves traffic 
signals at these two intersections, the sig- 
nals should be of the traffic actuated type. 
Such an installation would consist of 
pads in the pavement on Turner and Penn- 
sylvania and then when traffic moved 
over these pads it would cause a red light 
to be shown on Grand River for a given 
number of seconds and when that interval 
had expired the signal would automatically 
change to green on Grand River until such 
time as one or more cars again passed 
over the pad. 


In this way traffic on Grand _ River 
would not have to be stopped when there 
were no cars approaching on Turner or 
Pennsylvania. In the case of pre-timed 
signals, traffic would have to stop on 
Grand River even if there were no traffic 
on Turner or Pennsylvania. It would 
cost approximately $1,400 per intersection 
for the installation of traffic actuated 
equipment against about $1,000 for pre- 
timed equipment.

An Ordinance to amend Section 2 of an 
Ordinance entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance to regu- 
late the granting of licenses for shows and 
public exhibitions and other amusements.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 2 of the ordinance 
entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance to regulate’ the 
granting of licenses for shows and public 
exhibitions and other amusements,”’ is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 


Section 2. The City Clerk shall not de- 
liver such license or permit to any person 
or persons until he or they shall have 
paid to him the following sum, to-wit: 


For each circus or menagerie, or circus 
and menagerie combined, where an admis- 
sion fee of over 25 cents for adults is 
charged, a license fee of $200 for the first 
day, and $150 for each day thereafter, 
which shall include cdéncerts and one side 
show under the same management. 


For each circus or menageries or circus 
and menageries combined, where an ad- 
mission fee of 25 cents for adults is charg- 
ed, the sum of $50 for the first day and 
$35 for each day thereafter. 


For each concert and side show, the sum 
of $5 per day. 


For each circus or menagerie, or circus 
and menagerie combined where an admis- 
sion fee of less than 25 cents for adults 
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is charged, the sum of $25 for the first 
day and $12 for each day thereafter. For 
each concert or side show, the sum of $4 
per day. 


For any show or exhibition not above 
specified where an admission fee of over 
25 cents for adults is charged, the sum of 
$100 for the first day and $75 for each day 
thereafter. 


For any carnival company or _ similar 
amusement company, program of shows, 
acts, exhibitions, etc., $100 per day or $500 
per week. 


For any Chautauqua program, $1.00 per 
week or any fraction thereof. 


For any concert under canvas, except 
concerts connected with circus or men- 
ageries for each day $10, or each week $30. 


For any exhibit of moving pictures in 
vaudettes, arcades, or auditoriums, for 
each day $1, or $3 per week. Yearly 
license, $25. 


For any panorama, diorama, exhibition 
of statuary or painting or natural curi- 
osity, in any hall or public building for 
each day $2, for each week $10. Yearly 
license, $20. 


For operating any whirligig or sea-wave, 
for each day $3, for each week $10. 


For exhibiting any animal or animals 
upon the streets for the purpose of gain 
or reward, for each dey $2. 


For any medicine tine with music, 
$15 per day or $75 per week. 


For each striking or lifting machine, 
lung tester, telescope or other like con- 
trivance or device, $3 per day. 


For every transient band of music of 
one or more pieces, to support themselves 
by serenading on the streets or in any 
place in said city, $1 per day. 


Provided, however, that for lectures upon 
historic, moral, scientific or literary sub- 
jects, and for musical concerts, poultry or 
cat shows, agricultural or other fairs, 
given by citizens or associations of this 
city, no license or»permit shall be re- 
quired. 


Provided, further, that the city clerk 
shall not issue a license for a circus or 
menagerie or circus and menagerie com- 
bined or a carnival to be exhibited upon 
premises which are surrounded by parcels 
of land which are zoned as “A” or ‘“B’”’ 
Residential for use and occupancy under 
the city zoning ordinance.

Section 9.10. EXISTING BUILDINGS. 
Buildings of Class D existing at the time 
this ordinance was adopted may be con- 
tinued in use if structurally safe, if pro- 
vided with adequate exits and if not in 
the same building with any dry cleaning 
establishment, or other place where inflam- 
mable liquids or other highly inflammable 
substances are used or stored, provided 
that a lodge hall may be located above a 
garage where automobiles are stored and 
kept for repair. 


The Department shal] have the power to 
order such changes as are necessary to 
provide substantia! structural safety and 
adequate exists, and shall prohibit any 
Class D building containing a hazardous 
occupancy as mentioned from being con- 
tinued in use. 


Adequate exits shall be exits complyjng 
with the provisions of Section 9.03 except 
that any existing stair not less than three 
(3) feet wide and extending to the ground 
floor shall be given credit as a standard 
stair and that fire escapes (See Section 
26.16) may be substituted for not more 
than one-half (4%) of the required stairs. 
Such fire escapes shall be located as di- 
rected by the Building Commissioner. 


Existing buildings shall not be increased 
in size or height unless complying with all 
the requirements for new buildings, but 
additions ‘complying with all new require- 
ments may be erected if provided with fire 
separation from the existing buildings.

REPORTS OF CITY OFFICERS 
To the Mayor and City Council: 


An opinion has been requested by the 
Committee on Transportation as to the 
legal status of the bus company now 
operating on the Lansing streets. 


In nearly every jurisdiction, a grant to 
a public service company of the right to 
use streets for railway tracks, motor 
busses, operated for hire, gas pipes to sup- 
Ply gas for hire, water pipes to supply 
water, etc., is ‘a franchise. The Lansing 
City Charter provides that the power to 
grant public utility franchises shall be 
exercised by ordinance, which must re- 
ceive a three-fourths vote of the council 
and then be adopted by a three-fifths vote 
of the voters of the city. Other provisions 
require newspaper publication of the pro- 
posed franchise or ordinance and reference 
to a committee consisting of the city at- 
torney, the superintendent of public works 
and the city engineer. The mandatory pro- 
visions of the charter not having been com- 
ea with, the bus company has no fran- 
chise. 


The city has a general bus ordinance, 
originally adopted in 1916, which provides 
for the issuing of a license by the city 
clerk to run motor busses for hire upon 
the streets of the city. A license fee is 
prescribed. In April, 1934, the council by 
resolution voted a license to City Trans- 
port Company. Similar action has been 
taken each subsequent year. On April 
11, 1938, application was made for a 
license to expire April 30, 1939. On April 
25, 1988, by council resolution, the request 
was granted. 


During the entire period of operation of 
the City Transport Company it has been 
the understanding and intent of the mem- 
bers of the council, as indicated by dis- 
cussion on the floor of the council, that 
the bus company had only a day-to-day 
privilege to use the streets, terminable at 
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any time at the will of the council. It was 
felt that until the system of relying upon 
busses for general transportation had been 
thoroughly tested, the interests of the 
people would be best served by withholding 
a franchise. The purported annual grant 
of a license to expire on April 30th of the 
succeeding year arose from the fact that 
the Transport Company is required to pay 
a fee of $36.00 per year for each bus in 
operation. 


Can such a so-called right or license be 
revoked by the council? 


The bus ordinance provides for revoca- 
tion at any time by the city council for 
proper cause. It would be sufficient cauze 
to revoke, if reasonably satisfactory ser, 
vice were not given. 


Aside from this, it is my opinion that 
the so-called license is terminable at the 
will of the council. The city is a creature 
of the law. The law which created it de- 
fines its powers and duties. It has no 
more right to act in excess of the powers 
granted it than has a private corporation. 
The charter provides a method, and the 
only method, whereby a vested, continuing 
right to operate motor busses on the city 
streets can be acquired. If the council 
can grant a license for a year, it can 
grant a license for ten years. It could, in 
practical effect, grant a franchise and 
thereby nullify the strict provisions of the 
city charter. I do not believe that the bus 
company has been vested with any con- 
tinuing right or license. Its operations 
are merely tolerated and can be prohibited 
at any time. 


Nor is the city estopped to deny a con- 
tinuing right or privilege in the bus com- 
pany. The bus company was charged with 
knowledge of the limitations expressed in 
the city charter. It dealt with the city 
knowing that any continuing right to oper- 
ate busses for hire upon Lansing streets 
could only be acquired by franchise and 
that it had no franchise.

The National City Lines, Inc., of which 
Lansing City Lines, Inc., is a subsidiary 
has a well established policy of providing 
the maximum in service at a minimum 
cost to the user. In the development of 
this policy, 75% of the cities comprising 
the holdings of the National City Lines, 
Inc., are now operated at a 5c fare with 
le charge for transfer. Of the five cities 
operated by the National City Lines, Inc., 
in the State of Michigan, four cities now 
enjoy 5c fares. 
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For many months an intensive study 
of the general effect of a lower rate of 
fare, as respects Lansing City Lines, Inc., 
has been under way. These studies indi- 
cate that a lower rate of fare will pro- 
duce an increase in riding and afford suffi- 
cient gross revenue to warrant a con- 
tinuation of adequate service. 


A material portion of the gross revenue 
of Lansing City Lines, Inc., comes from 
the use of our bus transportation facili- 
ties by school children and students at- 
tending the Michigan State College. In- 
dustrial activity in the City of Lansing 
has been at low ebb. Present indications 
are that this activity is now on the up- 
grade and that a marked increase in in- 
dustrial riding may be anticipated in the 
immediate future. 


Many of these industrial workers have 
been out of employment for months and 
upon their return to employment a reduc- 
tion in the cost of transportation will be 
of material assistance in rehabilitating 
the financial condition of these industrial 
employees. 

It is, therefore, for these specific rea- 
sons that the petitioner respectfully re- 
quests that this matter be given prompt 
attention and that permission be granted 
to place in effect on September 7, 1938, 
with the opening of schools, the above 
rates of fare.

Gentlemen : 


For some time the Traffic Commission 
has been considering the necessity for a 
revision of the parking restrictions in the 
down-town district. During the past year 
one hour parking restrictions have been 
placed on all streets within a half mile 
radius of Michigan and Washington Ave- 
nues. From the number of complaints 
which have been received in the traffic bu- 
reau it is possible that perhaps some of 
these restrictions are not warranted. For 
instance a person parking some five or 
six blocks from Michigan and Washing- 
ton Avenues does not have sufficient time 
to do their buying or transact other busi- 
ness within the one hour time limit. There 
are also numerous other occasions when 
persons working in down town office build- 
ings find it necessary to leave their cars 
parked for an hour and a half or two 
hours while they are taking care of their 
office routine. Due to the large number of 
cars parked on Washington Avenue it be- 
comes almost impossible for anyone to find 
a parking place long enough to park their 
car when they need fifteen or twenty min- 
utes to transact some business. This would 
indicate that a one hour time limit on 
Washington Avenue was perhaps too long 
and that a shorter period would permit a 
greater turn over of parked cars and 
therefor provide more parking space for 
persons who did not intend to leave their 
cars parked for more than a half hour. 


After considering all the factors involved 
the Traffic Commission has reached the 
conclusion that the downtown district 
should be zoned in three different time 
groups, namely, thirty minute, one hour 
and two hour parking limits. The location 
of these zones would be as follows:

The Special Committee on PARKING 
METERS to whom was referred the Pro- 
posals of the Donald F. Duncan Meter Co. 
and the Dual Meter Co. for Installing 
Parking Meters on certain streets in Lan- 
rings downtown section reports as fol- 
ows: 


The Committee after careful considera- 
tion of the Lansing parking problem, espe- 
cially in the downtown area, believes that 
the parking congestion in this area is 
working an undue hardship on ‘merchants 
because of customers being unable to find 
parking facilities near their stores; and 
that on account of this new businesses are 
being located farther out, as far as out- 
side the city limits where parking is not 
so crowded. We believe that the police de- 
partment is doing all it can with the per- 
sonnel available and with present methods 
to secure the greatest turnover possible of 
parked cars in this parking area. We be- 
lieve that there are a large number of 
office workers and others employed in the 
downtown area who, by moving their cars 
ahead of the police and thus keeping their 
cars parked in the street, are depriving 
people who really have business to trans- 
act and shopping to do of the right to use 
these parking spaces or compelling them 
to go to parking lots and to carry their 
purchases several blocks. A large part of 
our traffic congestion is caused by driving 
around looking for a parking space. or 
double-parking and waiting for some one 
to vacate a parking space. 


Experience in other cities has shown 
that parking meters by their use have 
eliminated the most of double parking and 
have very materially cleared up traffic con- 
gestion; also by reason of the increased 
turnover in parked cars in the metered 
area it has enabled traffic departments to 
provide easier parking facilities by allow- 
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ing more room for parallel parked ° cars 
and a shorter angle from the curb for 
angle parked cars, thus making it easier 
for the motorists to get into a parking 
space and enabling him to leave with the 
least hindrance to moving traffic. These 
conditions have served to draw _ trade 
rather than drive it away. This con- 
venience in parking combined with the 
surety of finding parking space and, by 
the use of a parking meter of good dial 
visibility the definite establishment of the 
parking motorist’s rights under the law, 
have in cities where used been approved by 
nearly all groups of people. 


Your Committee does not believe that 
one-cent for 12 minutes parking or five- 
cents for 60 minutes will work a hardship 
on any one, but will rather be a conven- 
ience that is worth many times the cost 
as we believe that any one will concede 
that it costs five cents to drive eight or 
ten blocks as is sometimes necessary, and 
that the motorist’s time for the ten or 
fifteen minutes required to drive this dis- 
tance is worth more than five cents. Sales- 
men, insurance men and others (in cities 
where meters are used) who are compelled 
to park frequently tell us that rarely does 
their parking expense for a month run 
over a dollar and frequently their being 
able to find a parking space has meant 
many times this to them. Experience has 
shown that in only about three out of five 
times does the motorist have to pay be- 
cause some other motorist has left with 
unexpired time on the meter. 


This Committee believes that the con- 
venience of parking in the downtown sec- 
tion is a privilege everybody is entitled to 
for a limited amount of time. The prob- 
lem is how to make motorists move their 
ears when this time is up. It is evident 
that the present system cannot do it. 


Your Committee’s recommendation is 
that, inasmuch as several proposals for a 
trial installation of parking meters have 
been submitted to this Council and inas- 
much as they do not entail any outlay of 
the city’s funds, that the City of Lansing 
make a trial installation of parking meters 
for not to exceed ninety days, the meter 
company to furnish an adequate bond for 


‘their removal at the end of ninety days if 


the city does not elect to keep them, and 
that any contiguous expense such as the 
possible purchase of two motorcycle side 
cars for the police department’s patrol of 
the metered areas or the expense of col- 
lections from the meters and their instal- 
lation and maintenance be taken from the 
revenue derived from the meters; that col- 
lections from meters be made by a clerk 
from the Treasurer’s office accompanied by 
one patrolman; that the patrolling be un- 
der the police department; that the main- 
tenance for the 90 days be by the meter 
company.

The Special Committee on PARKING 
METERS to whom was referred the Pro- 
posals of the Donald F. Duncan Meter Co. 
and the Dual Meter Co. for Installing 
Parking Meters on certain streets in Lan- 
Sin downtown section reports as fol- 
Ows: 


The Committee after careful considera- 
tion of the Lansing parking problem, espe- 
cially in the downtown area, believes that 
the parking congestion in this area is 
working an undue hardship on merchants 
because of customers being unable to find 
parking facilities near their stores; and 
that on account of this new businesses are 
being located farther out, as far as out- 
side the city limits where parking is not 
so crowded. We believe that the police de- 
partment is doing all it can with the per- 
sonnel available and with present methods 
to secure the greatest turnover possible of 
parked cars in this parking area. We be- 
lieve that there are a large number of 
office workers and others employed in the 
downtown area who, by moving their cars 
ahead of the police and thus keeping their 
cars parked in the street, are depriving 
people who really have business to trans- 
act and shopping to do of the right to use 
these parking spaces or compelling them 
to go to parking lots and to carry their 
purchases several blocks. A large part of 
our traffic congestion is caused by driving 
around looking for a parking space or 
double-parking and waiting for some one 
to vacate a parking space. 


Experience in other cities has shown 


‘that parking meters by their use have 


nisenimntnaA ¢han mact af nm o 
eliminated the most cf double parking and 


have very materially cleared up traffic con- 
gestion; also by reason of the increased 
turnover in parked cars in the metered 
area it has enabled traffic departments to 
provide easier parking facilities by allow- 
ing more room for parallel parked cars 
and a shorter angle from the curb for 
angle parked cars, thus making it easier 
for the motorists to get into a parking 
space and enabling him to leave with the 
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least hindrance to moving traffic. These 
conditions have served to draw trade 
rather than drive it away. This  con- 
venience in parking combined with the 
surety of finding parking space and, by 
the use of a parking meter of good dial 
visibility the definite establishment of the 
parking motorist’s rights under the law, 
have in cities where used been approved by 
nearly all groups of people. 


Your Committee does not believe that 
one-cent .for 12 minutes parking or five- 
cents for 60 minutes will work a hardship 
on any one, but will rather be a conven- 
ience that is worth many times the cost 
as we believe that any one will concede 
that it cost five cents to drive eight or 
ten blocks as is sometimes necessary, and 
that the motorist’s time for the ten or 
fifteen minutes required to drive this dis- 
tance is worth more than five cents. Sales- 
men, insurance men and others (in cities 
where meters are used) who are compelled 
to park frequently tell us that rarely does 
their parking expense for a month run 
over a dollar and frequently their being 
able to find a parking space has meant 
many times this to them. Experience has 
shown that in only about three out of five 
times does the motorist have to pay be- 
cause some other motorist has left with 
unexpired time on the meter. 


This Committee believes that the con- 
venience of parking in the downtown sec- 
tion is a privilege everybody is entitled to 
for a limited amount of time. The prob- 
lem is how to make motorists move their 
cars when this time is up. It is evident 
that the present system cannot do it. 


Your Committee’s recommendation is 
that,. inasmuch as several proposals for a 
trial installation of parking meters have 
been submitted to this Council and inas- 
much as they do not entail any outlay of 
the city’s funds, that the City of Lansing 
make a trial installation of parking meters 
for not to exceed ninety days, the meter 
company to furnish an adequate bond for 
their removal at the end of ninety days if 
the city does not elect to keep them, and 
that any contiguous expense such as the 
possible purchase of two motorcycle side 
cars for the police department’s patrol of 
the metered areas or the expense of col- 
lections from the meters and their instal- 
lation and maintenance be taken from the 
revenue derived from the meters: that col- 
lections from meters be made by a clerk 
from the Treasurer’s office accompanied by 
one patrolman; that the patrolling be un- 
der the police department; that the main- 


tenance for the 90 days be by the meter 
company.

To the Mayor and City Council, 
Lansing, Michigan. 


Gentlemen : 


In accordance with the council resolu- 
tion I have prepared a proposed ordinance 
providing for the licensing and regulation 
of news or magazine stands and_ rental 
libraries but I am not entirely persuaded 
that the council has the power to require 
the licensing of such occupations. The 
City Charter expressly specifies various oc- 
cupations which may be licensed 
and regulated, ineluding theatrical 
exhibitions and_ shows. It might be 
argued that the licensing of other types of 
business than those enumerated are exclud- 
ed by implication. The city is given the 
express power, however, to prohibit and 
prevent the sale or offering for sale of in- 
decent or obscene pictures, books’ or 
pamphlets. It may well be, of course, that 
the licensing of magazine stands and 
rental libraries can be justified as a proper 
means of regulation to accomplish the pur- 
pose and carry out the authority granted 
to the city to prohibit obscenity. I merely 
wish to indicate to the council that there is 
a question in my mind as to the validity of 
the proposed ordinance. 


The proposed ordinance contains a pro- 
vision for a Board of Censors. I have 
been at a loss as to how to carry out the 
mandate of the council with respect there- 
to except as provided in the proposed ordi- 
nance by allowing such Board of Censors 
to make recommendations to the City 
Council. I intend to pursue the question 
further but so far as I can find at the 
present time there is no city in the United 
States which has such a Board of Censors, 
with official power to pass upon books or 
Magazines. Certainly no one could be fined 
or sent to jail for selling a book or maga- 
zine merely because a Board of Censors 
considered it to be objectionable from the 
standpoint of decency.

ORDINANCE 


Ald. Toy introduced the following ordi- 
nance which was read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 


' AN ORDINANCE TO LICENSE AND 
REGULATE NEWS AND MAGAZINE 
STANDS AND RENTAL OR LENDING 
LIBRARIES, TO PROVIDE A BOARD 
OF CENSORS TO EXERCISE SUPER- 
VISION THEREOF AND TO PROVIDE 
PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLATION OF 
THIS ORDINANCE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation to engage in 
the business of operating or conducting a 
newsstand or magazine stand or a rental 
or lending library in the City of Lansing 
without obtaining from the City Clerk a 
license so to do, Provided that this ordi- 
nance does not apply to public or school 
libraries. 


Section 2. Application for such license 
shall be made on a form to be provided 
by the City Clerk whereon the applicant 
shall state the exact location of the busi- 
ness and the name and residence of the 
proposed licensee. 


Section 3. The City Clerk upon the fil- 
ing of such application and payment of a 
license fee oi $3.00 shail issue a iicense 
which shall expire, unless sooner revoked 
as herein provided, on the next succeeding 
thirtieth day of April, provided that for 
application made after December Ist in 
any year, the license fee shall be $2.00. 


_ Section 4. Any license required and 
issued in accordance with the provisions of 
this ordinance may be suspended or re- 
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voked, or the renewal thereof refused for 
good cause, by resolution of the City 
Council. The term “good cause” as used 
in this section shall include the sale, dis- 
tribution, loan or rental or offering for 
sale, distribution, loan or rental of any 
book, ballad, magazine, newspaper, 
pamphlet, or other printed or written ma- 
terial containing obscene language or ob- 


- scene prints, pictures, figures or descrip- 


- 


tions, manifestly tending to corrupt’ the 
morals of youth. The licensee shall have 
the right to a public hearing before the 
City Council on any such action provided a 
written request therefor is filed with the 
City Clerk by the licensee within five days 
after receipt of notice that suspension, 
revocation or a refusal of renewal of 
license is contemplated. The action taken 
by the council shall be final. Suspension, 
revocation or refusal to renew a license 
under this ordinance shall not affect or 
limit liability of a licensee to criminal 
prosecution under the provisions of Ordi- 
nance No. 19 of the ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, entitled “‘An Ordinance rela- 
tive to public decency.” 


Section 5. The mayor shall appoint a 
Board of Censors, consisting of either five 
or seven representative citizens who shall 
have the duty of making representations 
and recommendations to the City Council 
concerning alleged violations of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. 


Section 6. Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion engaging in the business of operating 
or conducting a newsstand or magazine 
stand or a rental or lending library with- 
out holding a license so to do, which 
license has not been revoked or suspended, 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
$100 or by imprisonment not exceeding 
ninety days or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment in the discretion of the court.

ORDINANCES 


The Committee on Ordinances introduced 
the following ordinance which was read a 
first and second time by its title and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Ordinances: 


An Ordinance to amend Section 3 of an 
Ordinance entitled “‘An Ordinance to regu- 
late camp cars and automobile trailers, to 
provide for and regulate trailer camp 
grounds, to establish sanitary and health 
regulations, and to provide a penalty for 
violation of the provisions hereof.” 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That Section 3 of an Ordi- 
nance entitled ‘“‘An Ordinance te regulate 
camp cars and automobile trailers, to pro- 
vide for and regulate trailer camp grounds, 
to establish sanitary and health regula- 
tions, and to provide a penalty for viola- 
tion of the provisions hereof,’? be amended 
to read as follows: 


Section 3. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to camp, place, stand, park or lo- 
cate any camp car or trailer house in the 
City of Lansing except within a. qualified 
camp ground. Provide, however, that the 
same may be parked outside of a qualified 
camp ground for a period not to exceed 
forty-eight (48) hours continuous time, 
and provided, further, that any person de- 
siring to camp, place, stand, park or lo- 
cate any camp car or trailer in the 
City of Lansing outside of a qualified 
camp ground for forty-eight (48) hours 
continuous time, shall first apply for and 
obtain from the Police Department a per- 
mit so to do, which application shall give 
the location at which such camp car or 
trailer is to be located, the state vehicle 
license number, if any, and general de- 
seription of the camp car or trailer for 
which permission to locate is being ap- 
plied. Upon such information having beer 
supplied to the Police Department said 
department shall grant a permit to locate 
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such camp car or trailer in the place in- 
dicated in such application for a period of 
not longer than forty-eight (48) hours. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to place, 
stand, park or locate any camp car or 
trailer at a location other than that ap- 
proved by the Police Department for that 
purpose. 


No person shall stand, park, place or 
locate, or permit to be stood, parked, 
placed or located upon any property be- 
longing to him, or under his control, any 
camp car, unless the person in control of 
said camp car shall have a valid, un- 
revoked and unexpired permit from the 
Police Department to maintain such camp 
car, or unless such person permitting such 
standing, parking, placing or locating 
shall have first obtained a permit to oper- 
ate a qualified camp ground from the 
Health Department of the City of Lansing.
